The news this morning, via radio, 
told of a most unseemly outburst way 
down in Montreal. Mr. ‘Rocket’ 
Richard's suspension for clubbing 
another hockey player with a stick 
haus been a very unpopular desision 
with some of his loyal and overly- 
cemonstrative followers. In a game 
last night the whole thing flared up 
into civil disobedience, riot, looting, 
tcar-gas bombing and heaving of 
assorted groceries. The loss is es- 
timated in thousands of dollais as 
the result of breakage and theft oi 
articles. 

Of course, such rioting provides an 
excellent opportunity for those who 
are not hockey fans at all to under- 
take to do some looting Whiie the 
iiveworks are in progress, Hockey 
is not an incentive to thieves. and it 
is criminals rather than hockey tans 
wo are responsible for looting. 

Nevertheless, it leads one to pause 
and reflect upon the attitude that 
many people take to their sporting 
jcroes, Their attitude is not a heal- 
thy one. In excitement of a closely 
iought game wherein genuine in- 
terest in sports is inextricably mixed 
up With civic pride and loaded also 
with commercial implications, the 
result is serious. Hockey, in addi- 
tion to being a sport, is also a bus- 
iness proposition. The rules govern- 
ing the players not only concern 
their physical welfare but also thei: 
status as valuable commercial pio- 
perty. The game tius becomes not 
only a sport but a serious and some- 
times bloody business for those tak- 
ing part, 

A commentary on mass hysteria 
in a column such as this will not do 
much to improve matters. But I do 
think that something should be bor- 
ne in mind that does affect us as 
individuals. The kind of spirit or 
atiitude that is developed by stres- 
sing sports is healthy and benefi- 
cial, provided that sport is regarded 
by adults, with a proper perspec- 
tive. For youngsters, sport is some- 
thing in which they want to partici- 
pate. 
is simply something they want to 
see, Pent-up emotion can find a 
much healthier outlet by physical 
exertion connected with the sport it- 
self than if we simply try to blow off 
steam as spectators. 

But the degree to which we take 
part in sport is not simply a matter 
of emotional health or physical fit- 
ness, I don’t think one can have a 
sound mind within a healthy body 
without a healthy soul,

All main highways are being 
built on a four-year schedule. 
The first year solves the prob- 


lems of location, purchase of # 


right-of-way, design and the 


building of the subgrade.

Highways must be built from 


the bottom up, and so clays 
going into the sub-grade must 


be carefully selected. Continual 
tests are run in the field lab- 
oratory to check the stability 
of this basic material. 

As it takes shape, the sub- 
grade is wetted down and com- 
pacted with sheepsfoot packers 
and heavy rollers, Ditches, 
shoulders and grade are fine 
graded, and first course surface 
gravel, again carefully selected, 
is applied. The new highway 
is then put into use over win- 
ter.

any failures that might have @ 
been caused by frost action or & 


traffic. After this, a stabilized 
base course of screened gravel 
is spread to a depth of five or 
more inches. Two more layers 
of crushed gravel come next, 
each heavily compacted, the 
latter consisting of asphalt- 
bound crushed rock, bring the

SCREENING FOR FEED: Certain 
types of weed seeds can be used as 
a livestock feed. While they cannot 
be considered as a first class ration 
they constitute a feed which is pro- 
bably equal to good quality hay. 

Farmers or livestock feeders are 
reminded that the screenings should 
be handled in such a way that none 
of the weed seeds germinate and 
start new infestations of the weeds 
which are hard to erradicate. It is 
unlawful to feed weed screening to 
livestock without a permit from the 
weed inspector for the area. The 
feeding enclosure must be approved 


The manure from livestock con- 
suming weed seeds should be piled 
and allowed to rot prior to spreading 
on the land. Before transporting 
screenings, a permit must be obtain- 
ed from the weed inspector who must 
be assured the screenings will be car- 
ried in tightly covered boxes. 

These regulations are designed to 
protect those who are making an 
effort to control and erradicate 
weeds.

PARLIAMENT DEFIED 


“All the debate in parliament 
about a Bill of Rights missed the 
real point,” declares Bruce Hut- 
chison in The Financial Post. “In 
this learned discussion of ab- 
Stractions, the practical current 
fact, the only serious challenge to 
liberty, was scrupulously ignored. 
It is, of course, the legislation of 
Quebec. A statute oddly named 
the Freedom of Worship Act gives 
the Quebec Government power to 
interfere, pretty much as it pleas- 
es, With speech freedom, assembly 
and press. More important in the 
end, the Quebec Legislature pro- 
claims the doctrine that Canadian 
people's civil rights are under 
provincial control and can vary 
from province to province; that 
there can be 10 different stand- 
ards of citizenship; and therefore 
that in the most essential aspects 
of citizenship this is not a nation 
but a congress of 10 states. Mr. 
Duplessis thereby challenges and 
so far has defied the supremacy 
of Parliament in the whole field 
of civil rights.”

Its sale to the provincial govern- 
ment in August, 1952, for $225,00U, 
Was One of three real estate deals 
questioned by Calgary Liberal H. J. 
MacDonald in the Alberta legislature 
last week as he requested an investi- 
ation into the handling oO: provin- 
Cial money. He cnarged there Was 
Waste and extravagance, 

His request that the investigation 
be made prior to approving any es- 
timated expenditures for the coming 
tuscal year was ruled out of order by 
Speaker Peter Dawson. 

Mr. MecDonald's contention was 
there had been a $50,000 proiit on 
the building in three montis. lie 
details of the Original purchase and 
sale of a three-quarter interest were 
given to the House by Hon. C. E. Ger- 
hart, provincial treasurer’, iater in 
the week as he defended the record 
ot the public works department in 
land dealings 

The treasurer suid the Liberal 
member had neglected to mention 
the transaction whicii Wok place be- 
Ween the time of the original pur- 
chuse and the sale to the govern- 
ment. He suggested the higher price 
resulted from the cost of breaking 
leases held by tenants, commissions 
on the sale, architects’ fees, legal 
fees and the cost of financing, in 
the preparations of the two mén Ww 
tuin the building into a hotel. But 
Mr. MacDonald contended these 
costs have nothing to do with in- 
creasing the value of the building. 

The reason the men sold the 
building, according to Mr. Gerhart, 
Was due to presswe Of business on 
one of the men to put money into im- 
proving a Calgary hotel, of which he 
is proprietor. 

Mr, MacDonald also had question- 
ed why there was a $12,000 profit in 
six days on land s0id to the govern- 
ment for a Calgary liquor store. The 
treasurer reported the liquor control 
board had sought in vain for prop- 
erty in the selected area and finally 
decided to buy the land in question. 

It was held by a used car dealer 
under a lease-option calling for a 
selling price of $35,750, Mr. Gerhart 
said, and he was asking $54,000. The 
liquor board offered a cash price of 
$46,000, which the option holder ac- 
cepted. He exercised his option and 
the transfer went through the land 
titles office six days before the trans- 
fer to the government. 

The third deal, brought up by the 
Liberal member, involved the pro- 
posed expenditure of $28,440 (a 
$16,180 increase over last year) for 
the maintenance of an Edmonton 
building no longer owned by the 
government. He had also noted the 
government bought the building in 
1949 for $75,000 and last year sold it 
for $64,000. 

The government knew the build- 
ing wasn't a g00d One when it Was 
bought and it was expected to de- 
preciate heavily, Mr, Gerhart said, 
but office space Was in urgent de- 
mand. Last year when it Was sold 
by tender to the highest bidder, the 
government retained the right to 
rent the quarters for $26,586 a year, 
he said. 

Those were the explanations given 
by Mr. Gerhart as he ended the de- 
bate on the budget but it was not
